Relating to a B11, Propoſed, for Preventing Eſcapes, and the better Relief of 
Creditors. 


H E Priſons of the Rzngs-Bench and Fleer, being the Imediate Priſons of the'Great Courts in Weſtminfer- 
Hell, Perſons Arreſted, in all parts of this Kingdom, have therefore frequently Removed their Bodics to 
thoſe Cowes, and Priſons, where their Caules, in Law and Equity, are finally Determined : And the Courts 
have deemed it an equa/ Adventage both to Debtor and Creditor, that their Priſoners, by D'v Rules, &<. 
ſhould have Liberty, with a Keeper, (in Terms time at leaſt) to Solicite their Law Afairs, Diſpoſe their E- 
ſtates and Eftects, to the belt Advantage. And thereupon the Statute of 23d. Hey, 6. Cay. 10. Reſerved 
Liberty to the Warden of the Fleet, (and the Marſhal of the Xzngs-Bench hath been adjudged to be within the Equity of 
the ſame) #0 take Security for true Impriſoument. 
Now the Scope of this Bz/! 1s, 


Firſt, To take away all Securities tor true Imprifonment, whereby the Marſhals and Wardens Safeties are leffened in 
their Reſpedtyve Offices, and the Contequence of it will be, That tho” there are already, ſome Thouſands of Priſoners in 
the adjacent Streets upon Securities, which have been by Rees of Court and Neceſſity, made part of the very Priſons, 


yet all theſe Priſoners muſt be kepr within their Walls, tho' there is not above 160 Rooms in the Kings-Bexch and 
Fleet both. 


Seconaly, 1he Bull 1s to take away ths Benefit that the Sheriffs, or Goalers may have, in caſe a Priſoner eſcapes, in 
Re-taking the Priloner, by Enatting, that a treſh Purſuit, and Re-taking, {hall be no Defence, by Way of Plea, or E- 
vidence to an Action of Eſcape, what may become ot Sheriffs and Goalers, if this be Ena&ed, may be obvious to the 
meanelt Capacity, and what" Benefit will this be ro Creditors, if Men be rather invited to endeavour to Eſcape; -and it 
he not worth the while tor the Sheriffs, or Goalers, to be at the exPence Or trouble to Re-take them, ſince it will not 
defend them from paying the Debr. | 

Thirdly, This A takes away the Liberty that Men have to remove their Bodys, though they may remove their C«s- 
ſes to the Courts at Weſtminſter ;, the conlequence of which, is that all Men Arreſted, what diſtance ſoever from Lon- 
don, tho" their Cauſes in Law, or Equity, muſt be determined there, muſt be forced to leaye the management of their 
Afairs to others, the diſmal effects of which are too many to be enumerated, who can diſpoſe of his Efe&#s, or F- 


ffare, or borrow Money ſo conveniently as in Lomdon, which is the Center of the Trade, Law, and all BuſineG in 
general.

Laſtly, Very few Creditors, as the Law now ſtands, ſuffer by the Liberty indulged to 
pariſon of the Creditors, and Debtors, who would ſuffer by this. 

For it either Marſhal, or Warden, gives greater Liberty than the Law allows; or Priſoners abuſe 
and their Supertors, are liable as the Law now Stands; and Debts have often been paid by theſe 
Benefit ot Securities, that they have taken, when the Priſoners were wholly Inſolvent ; of which many, and frequent 
Inſtances might be giver, but 'tis highly probable, if this Bill paſs, thoſe Priſoners, that are truſted no farther 

than by Law, they might, will, take Advantage, and, perhaps, their Securities too to withdraw for ever, out of 


the Reach of the Law, which by the By, may be of very #/! Conſequence to the Creditors, as well as to the Marſha!
